Amsterdam—Holland has taken 


a terrible beating from the Huns, 
but finally has a solid footing on 
the craggy path to recovery and 
tile indications are that with good 
crops this coming season she will 
do relatively well—a long way 
from normal,- mind you, but head- 
ed safely in the right direction. 


That is our summary of the po- 


sition, having had a chance to 
look things over. As I sat down 
to write this article I asked my 
distaff partner what her outstand- 
ing impression of Holland was, and 
got an unexpected reply. 


"It's that I have heard a lot of 


young folk singing in the streets," 
Mrs. Mack said, "and you see peo- 
ple smiling and even laughing 
everywhere. That's an astonish- 
ing thing to find in a country 
which has suffered so much as 
Holland." 


Well, I guess she's right. The 


Dutch have been hurt so badly 
that it doesn't take much ease- 
ment to make them happy. It's a 
good sign, too, for cheerful cour- 
age is needed to pull them 
through.

Morale is tops in Holland, and it 


is getting better with the approach 
of spring. It's nearing tulip time 
in Haarlem and we've seen the 
growers working diligently and 
lovingly over their bulbs.

It is, of course, the old one 
about who gets to control the 
Mediterranean.

Nevertheless, it seems better to

So far as material things go, 


the best indication is that there 
no longer is actual hunger in the 
country. That doesn't mean that 
there is anything like enough food, 
for there is a great scarcity of 
most things and rations are terri- 
bly tight. Still, the starvation of 
a year ago has been beaten. 


There has been lack of nourish- 


ment and the result has been 
much illness and death from pneu- 
monia and other diseases. To cap 
the misery, the whole country has 
suffered from cold, for there has 
been little fuel for any purpose. 
Coal, of course, is one of the cry- 
ing needs of all Europe. Holland's 
plight is strikingly illustrated by 
the fact that the shortage of elec- 
tricity forces the street cars to 
quit running at six o'clock in the 
evening and on Sundays they don't 
run at all. That isn't quite the 
whole story with the transporta- 
tion problem, for the country is so 
short of equipment that it has to 
conserve what it has. 
* * * 


The record of fuel shortage has 


been chiseled in crude and aston- 
ishing form on the face of Am- 
sterdam. When the war started 
there were some 80,000 or more 
people living in the famous and 
picturesque Jewish quarter.

these and scores of thousands in 
other parts of the country were 
carried off to Germany.

Nuernberg, Fcb 16— (AP)— The 


Russian prosecution presented doc- 
umentary evidence to the interna- 
tional military 
tribunal Friday 


stating that defendant Hans FranK 
was responsible for butchering 3.- 
000,000 Jews while he was govern- 
or Geneial of Poland. 


Soviet prosecutor said Frank en- 


tered in his diary his declaration 
in a 1940 newspaper interview that 
"there would not be enough for- 
ests in Poland" to supply paper for 
the lists of Poles he had" slaughter- 
ed if he tried to emulate colleagues 
in Czechoslovakia by issuing post- 
ers announcing the execution of 
a mere seven victims. 


The document said Frank pledged 
that the campaign of annihilation 
would be intensified with the end 
of the war.

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President Expected 
To Sign Employment 


Bill Into Law Soon 


May Take Final Step in 


Its Enactment Today; 


Bill's Provisions 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Feb. 16.— (AP)— 


Congress has passed a bill—no 
longer- called the "full employ- 
ment bill"—which says the gov- 
ernment is responsible for creating 
"maximum" employment. 


Although it is a very much 


toned-down version of the "full- 
employment bill" first offered in 
congress a year ago, President 
Truman is expected to sign it into 
law. 


It is called now simply the "em- 


ployment" bill. It is hedged around 
with cautious language. It gives 
the government loopholes if at any 
time it decides it can't or won't 
try to cieate "maximum" employ- 
ment. 


It commits the government to 


planning for iobs for those who 
need and want them. The bill it- 
self, of course, doesn't piovide any 
jobs, nor does it say the govern- 
ment has to provide jobs. 


It doesn't say the government 


shall set up \VPA's m times of 
depression, or start great pio- 
grams of public works at public 
expense to provide jobs 


Consjess Has Say 


Yet all that could be done by 


the government because the lan- 
guage of the bill, which is broad, 
doesn't say the government can't 
do it. 


But in spite of any planning 


done by the government, nothing 


happens at all unless congress ap- 
proves and votes-money for car- 
rying out the plans when that's 
necessary. 


This is what the bill does, and 


how: 


The president 
appoints 
three 


economists 
of 
proven 
ability. 


They'll be his economic council. 
Each of the three receives §15.000 
a year. 


They'll watch the way the coun- 


try is going, or is apt to go. They'll 
analyze and interpret 
economic 


trends. They'll produce programs 
to promote "employment, produc- 
tion and purchasing power/' 


They'll turn all this over to the 


president and help him draw up 
a report to congress every year, 
outlining what the prospects are 
for jobs and prosperity in the com- 
ing year and what needs to be 
done about them. 


This presidential report goes to 


a special joint committee of sen- 
ators and representatives. 


Recommendations May 1st 


By May 1 of each year, begin- 


ning in 1947. this committee must 
recommend to both houses what 
it thinks should be done about the 
president's proposals for the coun- 
try's economic good 


Congress faced a revolutionary 


social step when it set out to con- 
sider a bill which said: 


1. 
Every American able to 


work had a "right" to a job. 


2. The government would "as- 


suie" jobs for everyone. 


3. The goveinment would make 


lobs, if necessary, to provide "full 
employment." 


This was the "full employment" 


bill, fust introduced a year ago. 
Congress, which is generallv con- 
servative and not given to sudden 
revolutionary steps, took a look 
at the bill and shook its head. 


The government had never un- 


dertaken anything like that before 
although during the depression of

But congress decided this: 


Congress' Decisions 


It would be all right to plan 


year by year to prevent wide- 
spread 
unemployment, provided 


congress had the final say on how 
—or if—the plan should be carried 
out and whether the government 
would spend money on it. 


The "employment" bill doesn't 


say anything about everyone hav- 
ing a "right" to a job. And it 
doesn't "assure" anyone of a job. 


And it doesn't 
say 
anything 


about the government's spending 
money to make jobs. But the bill 
does say the government has a 
"responsibility" in trying to see 
that there is "maximum" employ- 
ment. 


Sponsors of the "full employ- 


ment" bill weren't happy about 
the changes but accepted the sub- 
stitute and congress passed it. 
The president was expected to 
sign it into law today. 


Major Problems Appear 


As soon a|> the president signs 


the bill into law, two major prob- 
lems appear at once: Who'll be the 
three men on the economic coun- 
cil? 
Who'll be the 14 members 


of the joint congressional commit- 
tee? 


Congress, business, labor, ev- 


eryone will watch closely to see 
what three 
men the president 


names to the council. They can 
make or break the whole pro- 
gram. Their thinking can shape 
the future, change our history. 


There'll be four Democrats and 


three Republicans from the house, 
and the same number from the 
senate on the joint congressional 
committee. But who? Will they 
be conservative or progressive? 


Will they be men in whom labor 


has confidence but not business? 
Or will they be men liked by busi- 
ness but distrusted by labor? 


Any maximum employment plan 


will have to run the gamut of the 
three-man 
council, the 
14-man 


congressional committee, and then 
the full congress.
